into the water ! And this deed you dared to 
perpetrate in the very harbour of Cbai l;ilon, 
within a few yards of tbe fliort, uubluihingljs. 
in the face of open d?j. 
Had yoitr murdar- 
ous arm been raifvd againH your equal, whom 
the lawt of felf*defence, and the raor« ef- 
fictcioua laws of the land unite to protect, 
your crimc would not have betn without 
precedent, ond would have feemcd lefs hor­ 
rid. 
Your perfonal riik would at leafi have 
proved, that though a raurdernr* you were 
not a coward. 
But, you too well knew that 
this unfortunate man, whom chance had fnb- 
jVflked to your caprice, had not> like yotir- 
felf, charttred to him by the lawt of the land, 
the facred rights of nature ; and that a (tern, 
but nectflary policy, had difrnnsd him of 
the rights of felf-defeuce : Too well you 
knew,, that to you alone he could look for 
prote&ion ; and that your arm alone could 
fhicld him fiom opprefihn, or avenge* bis 
w rongs; yet, tbat arm you cruelly H utch­ 
ed out for his ddhu& ion. 


Tke Counfcl. who generoufly volunteered 
his fervice* in your-? behalf, (hocked at the 
enormity of your oifmce, endeavoured io find 
a relug**, as well tor his own feelings as 1 jr 
thofe. of all who Heard your trial, in a de- 
rangemrnt of your intclleft. 
Several wit- 
neilbS were examined to eftablifh this f^cV. *, 
but the refult of thrir tciiimonj', it is ap­ 
prehended, was as'IitUe 1'liisfi^ory to his 
mind, as to thof« <>{ the J'wy, to whom it 
wat addreitdd. | iinc*rely w;ih, this defence 
had proved fucctfiii’ul ; not from any defir« 
to lave you t'rotn the punifhment which 
awaits you, and which you fo richly merit ; 
but from the dcfire of favwg my country 
from the foul reproach cf lu tin g in its boiom 
fo great a moniter» 


From the peculiar fuuation of this coun­ 
try« our Fathers felt themfelves judifisd in 
fubje&iag to a very flight puuiihment him 
who murders a flave 
VVhether the prcfeot 
ftate of fociety requires a continuation of 
this policy, fu oppoiire to the apparent right» 
of humanity, it remains for a fubfoqucnt 
Legifl.Uure to decide. Their attention would 
long ere this, have been diretted to this 
fubjeft, but for the honour of human nature, 
fuch hardened finners as ycurlelf are rarely 
f jund. to diAurb the repofe of fociety. 
The 
Grand Jury of this Diftrilt, deeply imprefiVd 
with your daring outrage agaiuit the laws, 
both of God and man, have nude a Very 
ftrong expreifion of their feelingi on the fub- 
js-£l, to the Legislature ; and from the wif- 
tiom and juftice of that body, the friends of 
humanity nuy confidently hope, fooo to fee 
this, blfckeft in the catalogue of human 
crimes, purfued with appropriate puni(hroent. 


In proceeding to pafs the frntence, whirh 
the law provided for your offence, I confefs, 
I ne»er felt more forcibly the want of power 
to make refpr&cd the laws of my country, 
whof? mini iter I am. 
You have already vi­ 
olated the majsfty of thi*fe laws—-You have 
profanely pleaded, the law under which you 
(land convicted, as a juflification of your 
crime—.You have held that law in one hand, 
and brandiflied your hJoody axe in the other, 
impiuifly contending» that the one gave a 
licenfe to the unreiirained ufe of the other. 


But, though you will go off unhurt in 
pcrfon, by the prefent fentrnee, expcA not 
to ei'cape with impunity. 
Your bloody deed 
has feta mark upon yoo, wbich I fear, the 
good aftions of your future life will not 
efface. 
T * u will bo held in abhorrence 
by an idttptial world, and fliliniied a* a 
fBOBftcr^fttvery hontitm»«—your ursofftnd- 


ing poflerity will be vifited for your inU 
qtuty, by the Aigasn of deriving their origin 
from an unfeeling , murderer-—your days^ 
which will be but fe%# will be fpent iii 
wretchednefs—-and, if your cohfcience bo 
not Reeled againfl every virtuous emotion t. 
if you be not entirely' abandoned to hud* 
nefi of h e a rt: the nitngled| mutilated 
corpl’e of your murdered iUve, will ever ba 
preftQt in your imagination'? obtrude it fell 
into all your auiufementa, and hauntycA iia 
the hours of ftlence and repofe.

But, (hould you difregard tbe reproacbet 
of an offended world ; (hould you bear, witl* 
cnlloui infenfibility, the gnawings of a guilty 
^ p o n fc itn c e .y e t remember 2 I charge youf' 
remember! that an awful period it fail an* 
proaching, and with you. it clofe at hana9 
wken you muft appear before a Tribunal* 
whofe want of power can afford you no prof- 
pe^ of impunity ; when you muft raife you»* 
bloody hands at the bar of an impartial 
o!nniici:nt Judge ¡«^Bemetnbei1 !—I pray 
you remember ! whilll yet you have time^ 
that God it Jufl, and that his vengenante w ilt 
not fleep forever.
